John Bunyan means a great deal,to the world 
of Christendom today as a saint. Me has) re- 
ceived the rank of sainthood through the common 
approval of all who have studied the burning 
fervor and devotion of his lite and read the record 
of his',message as he has left it’'to us an His 
books... He was not alwayéen sailit.. Witn we 
fitat see him as youth he is far frofn sainthood. 
He was the leader of the Villave gang Of boys, 
somewhat of a rowdy, given te mischievoys pranks, 
He cursed and swore amd distressed th’ good peo- 
ple. But he was essentially healthy minded and 


‘hardly have avoided a turbulent adolescent'period. 

His sainthood was a growth, a quality of life 
that he found only by successive stages. The frst 
change came with his marriage. We do not know 
his «ll se name or where she came from. We 

know only that she had a profound influence 
his wild. and restless nature ard that soon ater 
his marriage he gave himself, as he worked 
among his pots and gf to the search for a 
satisfying experience of Divine Power. He was 
twenty-one- when he marriei and ‘for 
next »four years he passed through an 
ing spiritual crisis. Outwardly he was a re 
Spectable citizen. Inwardly he was full of 
The next change came 
when Bunyah fell in with a small group of dis-. 
senters. who :worshiped in Bedford. They were 
poor and without influence and. suffered social 
ostracisrn. But/in their company Bunyan found | 
@ sense of the Divine presence which he found | 
nowhere else. The next change came when he 
read Luther's “Commientary on Galatians.” It 
lighted up thé dark places of his soul and gave 
him a co ence which never ieft him. He was 
twenty-six when he read this book, Moré than 
one-third of his remaining years were spent in 
prison for conscience sake. We toiled without 
ceasing to proclaim his message. He lived nobly 
for the sake of his idéal. He gave himself gén- 
erously to all in n His death at sixty was 
caused by over-exertion as he journeyed on a long 
ride in rainstorm to effect the reconciliation be 
tween a tather and 
means a deal to us today 
aS a preacher. There still survives a seventeenth | 
century etching of him preaching in front of the 
Mote hall at Bedford. It is a eather crude’ work, 
but -éxceedingly vivid. The streets are deserted 
and a créwd of about a hundred men and women 
are listening to the gospeler as he stands, erect 
and commanding, his right arm uplifted in ‘ges- 
ture, his face aglow with eagerness. It is prob- 
ably a faithful portrait. If, fhe villages and lanes 
about Bedford could speak today they would tell 
of mahy such gatherings. From 1672 to 1688 
Bunyan was pastor of the dissenting group to 
whom he owed his own spiritual déliverance. 
{But that was not. the only scene of his pastoral 
endeavor, He founded more than a score of such 
fellowships in. the nearby districts. Once a year 
he rode up to visit on and at seven o’clock on 
a winter morning: twelve. hundred people would 
gather to hear fim pr 
was by his thing that Bunyan helped 
to win for us of today the right of religious free 
dom. When he began to preach at the age of 
twenty-seven it was illegal to hold any public 
religious gathering in England outside the au- 
thority of the state church. “One had to worship 
in public as an Anglican or not at all. It was 
ecclesiastical tyranny and gunyan resented it. 
With his overwhelming apiritual experience and 
with his gift of speech #f was inevitable that he 
should preach, |.His se of deliverance’ meant | 
too much to him to keep still. And so he preached 
and people listened to him gladly. The authorities 
arrested him because he preached. For twelve 
years he lay in prison because he refused to sur- 
render his right to preach. Then came the Decla- 
ration of Indulgence.in 1672. Bunyan belonged 
to the small group who were ready to die for the 
ideal of religious freedom, He means much to us 
today because he dared to be a preacher. 


John Bunyan. has a message for us today aé a 
writer, He-had no more: schooling than Lincoln, 
but, like hifh, he became a mater of prose. . He 
wrote sOme sixty books and pamphlets of which 
fat least three burn with the pure flame of genius. 
‘The greatest of the three is “ Pilgrim’s 
ress.” It is a classic in the wor'd’s literature. . it 
has been translated into a hun¢red different lan-" 
guages. For more than two huhdred years it has 
been a “best geller’’ outstripped only by the’ 


with power. It is a book of humor and human- 
hess without a coarse or unclean page. But its 
chief appeal is not its literary style or its imagina- 
tive coloring. . The secretiof its charm and mean- 
ing lies in its message. It is the simple and clear | 
expression of one man’s’ soul as he has found in 
the revelation of Christ 
lems of hig experience. As such it is an- immortal, 
dateless, timeless book, a prose 
Christian faith. Dealing with the fundamental 
reality of living in frank ani fearless fashion 
Pilgrim's Progress’ . will never become 
‘antiquated. It will always have a message for the 
time. It has a message for our time. ~ 

This gteat allegory represents the most acy, 
tant phase of Bunyan’s teaching. In this book. 
and in his quaint autobiography, to which he gave 
the title “ Grace Abounding, " he expounds the 
meaning of Christian salvation ter the individual. 
But Bunyan also had a well developed -conteption | 
of the meaning of Christian salvation for jety. 
The books in which he expresses this con 
do not rise to the same level of cenivs ag the two 
already mentioned, but they are ‘well worth redd- 
ing today for the timeliness of their -message. 
“The Life and Death of Mr. Badman” and “ The 
Holy City” contain paragraph after paragraph 
dealing directly with the economic: injustice and 
municipal graft of his day. Buhyan was not 
mérely a specialist in the approach of the indi- 
vidual to God... He*was a prophet of social. right- 
eousrigss as Well, He believed that Christianity 
dealt with.a man’s relationship to: his Creator 
and also with a man’s adjustments to his féllows 
in the whole round of his daily experience.

marked tendency to pick out a piece 
of ground without much thought of 


Ste accessibility or suitability. ap- 


pears at times as if ground were se- 
lected because of the influence of its 
owner rather than because of its val-| 
ve as an airport. 

Any old fiat piece of land was 
deemed suitable for a flying field a 
few years ago, and before the day of 
commercial operation of air lines it 
did not matter much how far from the 
city the field was located or whether

transport lines have increased and air- 
planes have grown in size and carry- 
ing capacity greater care must be 
used to obtain a safe and convenient 
field. 

There are cities in the United States 
which have spent huge sums of money | 
on flying fields that will be practically 
valueless as terminals for commercial 
lines because of their distance from 
the center of the city, or because of 
taking off 
from them or landing on them a dang: 
gerous and difficult proceeding. It 
is unfortunate that city officials some- 


‘times select airports without coipera-

_ Airport Requirements. 
‘The airport has been developed to 
a greater: extent abroad than in this 
country. Croydon, England, and Tem- 
pelhofer field, Berlin, are two of the 


- finest air terminals in the world. They 


have been operated for some time, 
and the experience of many pilots and 
airwhy officials has been built into 
them. They are not only airports but 
recreational fields as well, and those 


who enjoy watching airplanes find 


pleasure in going to them merely to 


sit around “and dine. Such facil'ties 


are unexcelled as a means of spread- 
ing the gospe) of flight. 

Airports are receiving much more 
attention here than before, however, 


and it will not be long before ter- 


minals in all parte of the country will 
link together the great air lines now 


- being developed. Air line operators 


are selecting their airports with the 
view to making .them as large and 
safe as possible.: 

The major requirements for an air- 
port are obvious to those who have 
had flying experience, yet it is some- 


times difficult to impress these’ re- 


quirements on city officials: An aijr- 
port should be as near a city as possi- 
ble, for a; quick transit between the

“OF WHICH FOR WHOSE”

>AGARIES in filenty have been shown in creating a 

grammatical English at odds with good usage, but not 

one of them has anything like the baldness of the 

attempt to it the use of “ whose” to human beings. 
and force “of w ”" upon us as the one and only pos- 
sessive of “which.” Only sufferers from syntactical stra- 
bismus could urge it. 
From the entrance of “ whose” into the language it was 
used indiscriminately with animate and inanimate antece- 
dents; it was actually the genitive of “ what” and “ which” 
before it was the genitive of “who.” Grammarians have 
trumpeted the contrary of this, but their rules are only for 
the uninformed and those unable to profit by reading. Mak- 
ing so much noise, they have unquestionably influenced 
have never influenced all at any 


Bven the Century Dictionary could say in 1399 “* Whose’ is 
historically the genitive of ‘what’ not less than of ‘who’; 
and is still so used (namely, as equivalent to ‘of which’) ”; 
and go on “although many authorities object, and it is 
becoming less common.” 

The contrary is the fact. As Prof. Lounsbury notes, 
“* Whose’ has been employed as a relative to antecedents 
denoting things without life by every author in our litera- 
ture who is entitled to be called an authority.” The Diction- 
ary of Modern English Usage (1926) states contemporary 
opinion among scholars accurately in saying “In the starch 
that stiffens English “style one of the most effective ingre- 
dients is the rule that ‘whose’ shall refer only to persons;

Dictated Death Notice. 


The bed he uses is the bed in which 
Napoleon lay, dying with cancer of 
the liver. Here he dictated his 
extraordinary will, detailing his small- 
est properties, including two pillow- 
cases, an alarm clock, and his spurs. 
In this same bed he wrote long 
instructions to his son by Marie 
Louise, the duke of Reichstadt {L’Aig- 
long)-——instructions to-‘“reunite Eu- 
rope in indissoluble federated bonds,” 
something Aristide Briand is still try- 
ing to do. pec’ 

It was here that he’ dictated, leay- 
ing the date blank, the official notifh- 
cation of his own dealth: 

“Monsieur le Gouverneur: The Em- 
peror Napoleon died the after 
a long and painful malady, I have 
the honor to inform you. I beg you 
to notify me as to the dispositions 
prescribed by your government for 
the transport of his body to Europe, 
as well as that of his relatives and 
the person of his retinue.” 

This was not, however, the em- 
peror’s death bed. He died in a small 
camp bed, used at Austerlitz, in the 
adjoining room, one of those now 
empty. 
D’Hauterive insists that a continu- 
ation of such a desecration of Long- 
wood is intolerable to French amour

Nothing New Modernism. 

One letter, from a woman, said in 
effect that those who disliked modern- 
fem disliked youth. That modernism 
‘Was youth, whether found in those of 
few years or many years. That, nat- 
Urally, is twaddlie. The school of the 
* modernists can be traced back to the 
early nineteenth century, if you 
Ghoose, to Monet and Degas and Cour- 
bet. Whet is there young about oo 
Ther. later we have Van Gogh and 
Cezanne and Gauguin—ereat names 
and great painters—but not one that 
confined the expression of himself to 
one type of picture. They were mo- 
derhists with powers unshackled by 
the cult of ugliness which is so great- 
ly In vogue today. 

The great ghiection to the influence 
wielded by these men is that their 
extrernes are so easily copied. Men 
of less gcenius, less originality, and less 
power can imitate and follow, degrad- 
ing that which they profess to wor- 

p. Ignorance can commit a thou-— 
sing in modernism and can spt 
away with it, whereas knowledge is’a 
prerequisite for conventional painting. 

If to be ignorant is to be-young, 
and to be young is to be modern, and 
to be modern is to Me exalted, then 
something is wrong. The first men 
te bring modernism to birth were not 
ignorant. They had been trained to 
paint and to draw and to see cor 
rectly. They passed through knowl- 
edge into new roads. A great many 
of the contemporary modernists whom 
We are asked to sympathize with and 
@ritourage are absolu without 
background and without schooling in 
, their profession. They can neither 
. @raw nor paint. They are sycophante 
at the knees of fifty year old gods, 
and the gods themeelves have thrown 
away the staff that helped them then.

Plenty of Good Examples. , 

Look at the Van Gogh; the gorgeous 
Platter of fruit, shown now in the 
Chester Johnson galleries. Look at 
this “ Still Life” by Derain. Look at 
recent paintings by Matisse or Bugene 
Zak or Picasso. These men have used 
moderhism for their own purposes and 
have come through it Into a broader 
field of painting. Of course, not all 
the leaders in the movement have fol 
Jowed in their footsteps. 

There is Modigliani, of whom a 
great déal is heard, with his egg 
shaped heads, his poor drawing and 
worsé modeling, and .curious color— 
nothing real it—something rot-

apples Which have spoiled, and hardly 
more important than that im the, in- 
fluence he will exert upon those who 
think for themselves. 

But the whole matter sums itself up 
into a most impersonal affair as fat 
as critics are concerned. Criticism 
deals with the resuit, not the person 
manufacturing that. result. Whether 
the artist is 10 years old or 100, phys- 
féally or spiritually, is of no signifi- 
cance. Modernism ie not young. That . 
it is practiced by young men and 
wothen today, and by Older énés, is no 
concern of any one’s, if their product 
is good. But that we should be ex-

Her husband, Jean M. Roland, was 
a French statesman of the French 
revolution. 

The decrees against the emigrants 
and non-juring clergy were under the 

ng’s veto. Madame Roland penned 
a letter which her husband addressed 
to the king and it remained unan- 
swered. In council and in the pres- 
ence of the king, Roland [he was one 
of the ministers] read aloud the let- 
ter which denounced the king’s atti- 
tude. On being dismissed, Roland 
read the letter to the assembly and 
that body approved it. After the 
king’s Roland was re- 
called to office. 
However, he was dismayed at

a letter which her husband addressed 


‘to the king and it remained unan- 


swered. In council and in the pres- 
ence of the king, Roland [he was one 
of the ministers] read aloud the let- 
ter which denounced the king’s atti- 
tude. On being dismissed, Roland 
read the letter to the assembly and 
that body approved it. After the 
king’s dethronement, Roland was re- 
called to office. 

However, he was dismayed at ‘the 
progress the revolution had made 
toward violence and bloodshed. e 
was provincial and opposed the radi- 
cal Mountain party, and proposed to 
transfer the government to Blois in 
order to save it from the Paris ele- 
ment. He resigned Jan, 23, 1793. 

But violence increased. On June 1 
she was arrested and put in prison.

Nearly All Pupils Resume 
Regular Studies. 


In twelve public schools throughout 
the Chicago system, six to twelve 
pupils in each are having their eye 
sight improved by special sight sav- 
Ing classes each seméster, according 


to Dr. Frank G. Brunr, director of 


special schools. 

The city is divided into twelve dis 
tricts and each of these districts a 
special class is maintained for chil- 
dren with defective eyesight. A large 
room is provided for these children 
where special instruction is necessary 
to improve the eyes. “ 

Walls Easy on Eyes. 

The walls of the room are painted 
in such a way that the light will not 
harm the eyes, and the pupils are 
given large typed books to study in- 
stead of the usual text books. When 
the eyesight is very poor the instruct- 
Or reads the lesson to the student 
writes the assignments 
dictates the lesson he has learned. 


Td note the improvement, these chil- 


dren are examined every three months 


and the instruetor is advised as to} 


what future course should be taken in 
the care of the pupil's eyes, 


Nearly All Resume Full Work. 

“Eighty to ninety’ per cent of these 
children are able to return to normal 
class work,” said Dr. Brunr, “and 
there is no doubt that the special 
sight saving classes are saving the 


eyesight of hundreds of children that 


otherwise ‘would become blind.”

MOVING 
RADIO 
STATIONS 


New Wave Tonight. 


BY FRANK HINMAN. 


Today is moving day for the radio 
etati ws of America. The new alloca- 


tions ordered by the federal] radio com- 
mission went into effect at 3 o'clock 
this morning, and tonight listeners 


will have their first opportunity of 


testing the plan which some experts 


believe will practically eliminate inter- 


ference. 
* The reallocation order, the most 
sweeping ever issued, affects practical- 
ly every station in the country. In 
an’ effort to carry out the provisions 
of the Davis amendment and give 
equal representation to all the five 
radio zones, the wave lengths of all 
but twenty or thirty stations have 
been changed, power cut, time divi- 
sions rearranged, and, in some in- 
stances, licenses have been revoked 
and stations denied the right to broad- 


cast. 
Fans Must Have Patience. 
Listeners should be warned, how- 
ever, not to expect to find a radio 
paradise when they tune in tonighte 
No one knows just how the new plan 
is going to work, but most engineers 
are of thé opinion that it will take 
some time tq get the stations oper- 
ating on their new frequencies, and 
that in the meantime the listeners are 
apt to be treated «to program of 
whistles and howls which ‘will rival 
anything they have ever heard. 
Under the new plan the commission 
proposes to give the listeners pro- 
grams, free from interference, from 
all sections of the country, and to this 
end it has divided the , broadcasting 
band into three classes to channels. 
First there is the cleared channel. 
Leading stations of the country have 
been assigned to these channels, and 
as only one station will operate on 
them at a time, it is believed that the 
programs will be available to listen- 
ers in any part of the country. 


Medium Powered Stations. 

Next come th® medium powered sta- 
tions, which have ‘been arranged 
that two or more, in widely separated 
sections, may operate,at the same 
time without. interference, while last- 
ly, there are several hundred local 
low powered stations designed to give 

ice to listenersin the immediate 
vicinity of the transmitter.
